The meaning 
appears to be, that the occasion of the 
Jewish ruler’s rejection of Christ will be 
made manifest; it was because he did net 
come in the character of an earthly prince 
and bring them a temporal deliverauce, 
according to their fond, but mistaken ex- 
pectation, ‘They rejected and crucified 
him, because his kingdom was not of this 
world, and thus the reasonings of many 
hearts were revealed. In a parenthesis, 
there is this remarkable, prophetic sen- 
tence, relating distinct!y to the mother of 
Jesus. ‘Yea a sword shall pierce thro’ 
thine own soul also,” probably referring to 
the pungent anguish which the serrowful 
Mary would endure when standing beside 
the cross of her suffering Son. 

We have finished our illustration of the 
passage: a few closing remarks will be of- 
fered upon the passage especially chosen 
as the text. The venerable and enrapt- 
ured Simeon, who had waited for this con- 
solation of Israel: assured that he should 
not see death till he had seen the Lord’s 
Christ—holding the infant Messiah in his 
arms, feeling that his last wish upon earth 
was gratified,—exclaims, “Lord! now let- 
test thou thy servant depart in peace, ac- 
cording to thy word; for mine eyes have 
seen thy salvation.”
